Hess Divo is 
offering an extensive collection of Galba coinage formed with the help of the late 
Silvia Hurter. For those of you that didn’t know Silvia she was a remarkable WOMAN 
in numismatics. I remember meeting her for the first time (or at least remember it) as 
a 17 year old in Zurich. Silvia worked at the auction powerhouse Bank Leu and rose 
through the ranks over the years. She worked with this particular collector to form a 
rather complete collection of Galba coinage (no easy task considering the popularity of 
collecting this emperor).

ISLANDS off ATTICA, Aegina. c. 370 BC 

AR Stater, I2.09g (22mm, 6h). Land tortoise with segmented shell / Incuse square of 
thin skew pattern and no control markings 

Pedigree: Ex Kiinker 32 (6 March 1996), lot 2057; Miinzen und Medaillen AG FPL 262 (March 
1966), no. 14.

Aegina, Corinth and Athens were the very first to coin money in the western Greek world in the 
6th century BC. Unlike the communities on the western coast of Asia Minor which struck 
electrum, an alloy of gold and silver, the mainland Greeks used only silver as their metal of 
choice. Of course this predilection towards silver was assuredly due to the close proximity of 
silver mines. Aegina, which held a supreme position of power on the sea, used the mines at 
Siphnos (modern day Sifnos), an island in the Cyclades in Greece. The other great mines at 
Laurium, Damastion and Paeonia served other leaders such as Athens. The earliest of the 
Aegina staters show a sea turtle, which was a badge of their powerful city. It is suggested that 
once Aegina lost its stature as a leading seafaring community it revised its coinage to reflect a 
land tortoise. 


Coins from Aegina are among the most cherished of the early Greek coin series. The high relief 
turtles on generously sized flans reflect the strength of the city state. Most collectors of ancient 
coins enjoy to have both a land and sea turtle in their collections.
